K a ise r’s 
attention 
to

Maxim gun, say - the inventor. 
The 
King was on a visit to his Imperial 
nephew when one day he inquired 
casually 
of 
Wilhelm 
if 
he 
had 
chaliced to notice the Maxim gun. 


T h e K aiser 
acknowledged 
he had 
not hut immediately declared his in- 
terest when told it could fire bullets 
at t h e rate of OOO a minute. 


There happened to he one of the 
newly invented Maxims on a range 
not fa r from the palace arui togeth­ 
er with his guest the K aiser went to 
the range to watch it perform. 
Sir 
Hiram, who was present, ad d s: 
“ Orders were sent to have every­ 
thing really 
and when 
the Kasier 
and the Prince visited the grounds 
they found fo u r machine guns and 
four big

200 metre-. 
The old Gatling gun 
was lir.-t fired. 
It was very heavy 
and had six barrels.

close to it. 
“When the K aiser returned, 
ho 
placed his finger on the M axim gun 
and said, ‘That is the gun, there is 
no other.’ 
Ile then caused orders to 
be given to turn these guns out very 
rapidly and in vast quantities, and 
they are now making history very 
much to our cost. 
“If we wish to beat the Germans 
at their own gam e, it is necessary 
to lie supplied with a great number 
o f autom atic machine guns.’’ 
Sir Hiram first began work on tho 
autom atic gun in 1881, when he w a s 
chief engineer and electrician o f the 
U. S. Lighting 
com pany 
o f 
New. 
York, 
lie later exhibited his inven­ 
tion before officials in France and 
England and after a more perfect 
m achine had been made he took it 
to 
Germany 
where 
the 
K aiser 
w as the first to recognize its value. 
In his statem ent, Sir Hiram sa y s: 
“In the war 
between 
R ussia 
and 
Japan, tw o-thirds o f all tile casu ­ 
alties among the 
Japanese 
were 
caused by Maxim guns and in the 
pre-cnt w a r tile most im portant a r m 
is without doubt and autom atic m a­ 
chine gun, firing rifle cartridges.

is fast supplanting the hand rifle. 
It is with this weapon that a thin 
line o f Germ ans, stretching across 
the continent, is able to hold back 
the French and English while vast 
hordes o f tile K aiser’- men are driv­ 
ing back the R ussians on the E a st­ 
ern front.

Iii three weeks, 
on Get, 24, the jury returned a ver­ 
dict “guilty in the first degree.” 
Becker was convicted mainly on 
the testimony of Jack Rom*, about 
the now famous “Harlem Confer­ 
ence.” 
In that 
conference, 
Rose 
swore, he 
met 
Becker 
at

street and Seventh avenue, on the 
night of June 27, and Becker prom­ 
ised him and his pals immunity if 
they would put Rosenthal out of the 
way. 
The testimony of Weber, and 
Yallon corroborated 
Rose’s 
state­ 
ments. 
It was further corroborated 
by a negro named Marshall, in no 
way connected with the ease, who 
said he saw Rose and Becker talk­ 
ing on that corner that night.

And, lie says, iiuless men 
rise to the higher plane of morality, 
which obtains among women, then 
women will soon sink to the lower 
plane of morality prevalent' among

Prof. Shannon, who had come on 


from the headquarters of the Move- 
ment, Deleware, Ohio; to attend the 
recent International Purity Con- 
gress, remained in the city a few 
days to see the fair. 


"In every laud, in all ages, among 


all races," he said, "barbarous and 
civilized peoples have.held a higher 
standard of morals for women than 
men. In our penal institutions seven 
times as many men • as women are 
found. Men drink a barrel ; of 
whiskey where women drink a pint; 
they sew 
their wild oats, where 


women sow purity and love. 
Are 


these social and moral differences 
conclusive evidence that men are in- 
herently 
more. 
depraved ; than 


women? For ages:man's selfish in- 
terests have led him to affirm this.

chanced to notice the Maxim gun. 
The Kaiser acknowledged he had 
not but immediately declared his in- 
terest when told it could fire bullets 
at the rate of 000 a minute. 


There happened to be one of the 


newly invented Maxims on a range 
not far from the palace' and togeth- 
er with his guest the Kaiser went to 
the range to watch it perform. Sir 
Hiram, who was present, adds:

The same court, 
however, as a part of the same rul- 
ing, affirmed the death sentence of 
the four gunmen, and they were 
electrocuted in Sing Sing on '.April 
13, after every means to save their 
lives had been exhausted. 


Becker was jubilant over his new 


trial He could not see anything but 
that he would be acquitted. 


On May 0, he was again put on 


trial for murder, this tune before 
Justice Seabury. Sixteen days la- 
ter'he again stood before thebar and 
heard: 
"Guilty of murder in the 


first degree." But again he kept his 
remarkable nerve and walked from 
the courtroom without a tremor. He 
was again sentenced to be executed. 


His friends and attorneys, cheer- 


ed him up with prospects of another 
victory on the appeal. 


The case dragged along then until 


May" 25, 1915, when the -Court of 
Appeals all but crushed his last 
hope when it affirmed . his second 
conviction. Three weeks later the 
court sealed his fate by refusing to 
listen to the re-argument of the ap- 
peal.
